For the financial condition of the affairs of the “Penitentiary 
you are respectfully referred to the report of Mr. H. H. Smyth, 
Clerk and Agent, together -with tables, showing tbe amount 
drawn from the treasury, and the disbursement of the “same. 
It will be seen that $47,624 72 have been expended. on account 
of Penitentiary during the ten months of its operation; and a 
credit of $22,132 72 for material now on hand, which includes 
the outlay of money for improvements, &c., on thé.property 
of the institution ; leaving à balance of. $25, 492. аз. the amount 
expended for the support of the institution for the time it has 
been. in operation. Mr. Smyth. also. has;.tables: showing the 
. amount expended each month, and on what accaunt, = :. 

The Chaplain’s report. shows some: ‘improvenient: in: the 
morals of the inmates, and suggests that-a‘smalk library would 
. he useful and herneficial;:but.the small number who are:capable 
of reading (being mostly negroes, and oficourse uneduéated), 
_ we-think.contributions of ‘beaks: will: ‘probably: serve the: pur- 
poses suggested. : 

- Fhe Physician’s report. воне аќ the healtli: of. the іа 
has- been. very good.: (Twe: destha: only, and. they- chronic 
cases, have occurred.) .But lie:issof opinion:tlat the tempo- 
rary hospital built for the aeccommoódation of: the sick will be 
wholly unfit, during the winter months, Тог the: purpose.

Qur drafts оп the Treasuty have. necessarily: been: уёгу 
heavy, as before remarked ; but the outlay in paying officers’ 
and guards' salaries, whilst the prices of. subsistence, bedding, . 
clothing, and, indeed, everything, has ranged: at one hundred 
to one hundred and. fifty per сеп. higher than in former: years. 
The comparative unproductiveness of the labor of the con- 
victs, the fact that.everything had to ke- bought new at these 
exhorbitant prices, affords us, we hope, proof that the manage- 
ment of thé institution has been conducted with all economy 
possible.

We аге at a loss ;whetker to offer sugges- 
tions on the subject in the present embarrasséd condition of 
the finances of the State, and, indeed, scarcely know whether 
we could suggest anything that’ Gould be adopted, but, as a

When 1 enteredsapon the ‘discharge of the duties assigned, 
there was great alarm in.Jackson in relation to small-pox. `I, 
therefore, vaccinated ‘every: convict: who had поё received 
vaccination. І also:.vaccinated: a: number who had been vac- 
cinated many years previously. - 

The convicts have. énjoyed good health. ` We have had but 
two deaths since February—one from typhoid fever and. one. 
from chronic diarrlidea. Тһе typhoid fever case was one, also, 
of old-standing- heart disease. - We have now on hand a сазе 
of granulated sore eyes, of a very grave character. The man 
has spent most of his time in the hospital, and bids fair to re- 
main there for some time to come. 

Recently, a number of cases of diarrhea have occurred, but 
rest, dieting, and a little medicine have relieved them. There 
is no case of a dangerous character, аё. this time, in the 
prison. 

The autumn is rapidly passing away ; the winter will soon 
be upon us, and I must respectfully remind you of the impor- 
tance of. having the old hospital fitted up for the reception of 
patients. Our present hospital (which was hurriedly con- 
structed for temporary purposes) is totally unfit for the ac- 
commodation of the sick, in the winter months. : 

It will also be necessary to have an apartment for females, 
who, when seriously sick, cannot be properly attended in the 
cells. It would be highly improper and indelieate- to assign 
them quarters in the male hospital. 

You are aware of the fact that the salary of the Physician is 
fixed by law at seven hundred dollars per annum. With this 
I am content to render such services as the framers of the law 
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contemplated, and such as my predecessors have rendered ; 
but should the Penitentiary continue to be the receptacle for 
convicted females (already we have seven), other and delicate 
, duties will devolve upon the Physician; and for these unusual 
and additional services it would seem to be just and proper 
that І should recete adequate compensation. 
· Every effort has been made to keep the hospital neat and 
comfortable ; and under the management of the present watch- 
ful, efficient and. energetic Superintendent, no accumulation of 
` filth has been permitted in or around the prison. 
My intercourse with the officers-of the Penitentiary has been 
‘uniformly friendly; and.to you, gentlemen,’ І must make my 
acknowledgments for your.kindness.and confidence.  .

REPORT OF CHAPLAIN: 


Jackson, Miss., September 21. 1866. : 
To the Hon. Board of Inspectors of the Mississippi Penitentiary: 

GENTLEMEN :—Owing to the dilapidated ‘condition of ‘the 
Prison, it was impracticable for me to entér проп the-public | 
duties of the Chaplain for a short time after my election to 
that position. As soon, ‘however, asthe repairs had proceeded 
so far as to admit of holding divine sérvice for the prisoners, I 
began the work; and, with two exceptions, on account of ill 
health, have preached in the prison regularly every Sunday, 
when the weather would permit. (You are doubtless aware 
that the only available place of worship about the institution 
is to this time without any covering overhead. ) 

I have found the officers of the prison uniformly courteous, 
and ready to make every arrangement ın their power to facili- 
tate the performance of the duties of my position. The 
prisoners, so far as I have been able to judge, have mani- 
fested much interest in the worship of God, and have exhibited 
as quiet and respectful attention to every part of the religious 
exercises designed for their benefit as any audience I ever 
addressed. Nor have my labors been entirely void of appar- 
ent fruits. When invited to make a public confession of their 
sins, quite a number of the prisoners did not hesitate, on sev- 
eral occasions, to comply with а proposition involving such 
confession. | 

Several, in letters to their friends, have expressed their high 
appreciation of the preached gospel; while others, lamenting 
the unfortunate circumstances by which they had been unin- 
tentionally involved in crime, seemed to express a sincere 
desire to lead Christian lives hereafter. 

Bibles have been purchased and distributed to those who 
can read. Yet all has not been done which I think might be 
done for the moral and religious instruction of these unfortun- 
ate persons. In so far as punishment is designed for the 
reformation of offenders, it seems to me that a small library 
of suitable books would subserve, in an eminent degree, the 
objects of this institution. With your consent, I desire to 
collect, by donations from the relatives of the prisoners, and 
from the friends of humanity generally, a small number of 
books of a moral and religious character, to be circulated in 
rotation among those capable of reading. Such books, I am 
satisfied, would be read with eagerness, and, I doubt not,Swith

highly beneficial results іп the moral amelioration of the con- 
dition of the inmates. · .

It was hoped that the earnings from prison labor employed 
at brick-making would go very far toward. paying the current 
expenses of the institution. But in this we have been disap- 
pointed, owing to the lateness of the season when we com- 
menced, the difficulty in procuring wood, and the heavy and 
constant rains since the 20th of August to the present time. 

The expenses of the institution have necessarily been heavy. 
The prisoners had to be clothed, fed, and guarded. Provisions 
and clothing have cost enormously. high, as you are aware. 


The number of convicts constantly increasing, and having, in | 


many instances, to work them entirely, outside of any inclosure 
whatever, it became necessary to increase, the guard above the 
number allowed by law, which’ I did with your Consent, having

. About the ist of ‘August шад. apprehensién was felt that 
‘our supply of water would soon.be exhausted, in’ consequence 
of the excessive.droughth at that time.

‘the pond that supplied the brick-yard. "was sinking rapidly. In 
order to prevent: this great inconvenience, it was thought.that 
the best thing that could be done would фе to purchase an 
engine of. sufficient power to pump water from the artesian 
well, and, run a corn-mill at the same time. І purchased the 
engine and. mill of Messrs, ‘Thos, В. Bodley & Cò., New Or- 
leans, La. The mill-is now being run for the beneht of the 
Penitentiary and the. public. “Тһе heavy rains having filled 
the cisterns and pdnd with water, rendered it unnecessary to 
pump water from the artesian well at pr esent. 

I have endeavored to curtail the expenses: of. the institution 
in every way possible. ‘Immediately upon taking charge of the 
prison I caused a shoe-shop to be started, and have been sup- 
plying the conviets with shoes at a much less cost than had 
been previously paid for them. -І also had offices built, by- 
convict labor, for the Agent and myself, at a much less: SUME 
to the State than to have rented for the year. 

The expenses of the institution can be reduced by rajsing 
hogs to help supply the prison with meat. It has been the 
praetice of former superintendents, I have been informed, to 
buy meat for the Penitentiary, and raise hogs for their own use 
on the garbage and swillings from the kitchen, which amounts

As most of the work that the male prisoners could be em- 
ployed at—except those by Captain Herod-—has been beyond. 
the walls of the prison, the chances for prisoners to escape 
have been veryinviting. Of those who have been worked 
outside the walls, six have yielded to the temptation to escape. 
Only one has es¢aped of those worked inside. None have been 
recovered. Several other attempts at escape have been made, 
but their designs have been detected and their escape pre- 
vented. | „ i 
` We have one hundred cells completed, three of which are 
being used as dry-houses. "There are twenty-one other cells 
that can be very easily fitted up for the reception of convicts. 
There being one hundred and thirty-one convicts at present in 
the prison, occupying ninety-seven cells, you will perceive 
that, in thirty-four cells, they are duplicated. You are aware 
of the objections to putting two men in one cell. 

А portion of the cell-building being still uncovered, I would 
urge upon you the importance of having the covering com- 
pleted before winter comes on. I wish to.call your attention 
to а great inconvéhience, to which,,I presume, the Physician 
has alluded in his Report; that 18, Ше entire want of hospital 
accommodation for female corvicts. The importance of те- 
moving them from their cells when sick, is apparent to every

Te will be seen that the funds. received would not pay y the 
debts ofthe Institution, léavinig nothing for its support during 
three months, m next quarterly payment.

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At the same time, і was necessary to make repairs upon the ' 
place, and snpply such furniture as was absolutely indispensi- 
ble; the school being in an exceedingly destitute condition: 

The Board had relied upon the contingent fundto make . 
those repairs, and supply the Institütion with furniture, musi 
cal instruments, &c., but we were obliged to use the contin- 
gent fufid, which your Excellency promptly furnished at our 
request to meet the current expenses, and pay the accumula- 
ted debt. 

- As furniture must be bought, and repairs made to some ex- 

tent we have done the best we could. 
. From the 1st of October 1865, to the 1st of October; 1866 
the current expenses have been.about $8,000 ; the amount spent 
for repairs, about $1,200; and for furniture, about 1,950; for 
debts due October 1st 1865, say $3,400. 

It will be seen that the Institution has been managed with 
the most rigid economy; while the pupils have at all times 
been furnished with a good table, and everything needed for 
their comfort. | 

While the Trustees do not believe that а picayune meanness 
should find place in the management of a noble State charity ; 
they,do believe ir a firm and rigid economy ; and in this their 
views have been efficiently carried out by the paper intendent 
and Matron. 

The annual current expenses of the Institution before the 
war; not including purchases of furniture, or repairs, amounted 
to $7,000 per annum. The number of pupils then did not 
average more than sixteen. 

During the last school year, the number of pupils has aver- 
ged tweuby ; although the current expenses for the year, will 
not amount to more than $8,000 as above stated. . 

As everything used about the Institution, now costs at least 
double the price before the war, it will be easily seen. how care- 
fully the money of the State has been used. 

When our last report was pr esented to your Excellency the 
Superintendent knew of only fifteen pupils likely to be in, the 
Institution, during the school year, which would have been 
about the average number of pupils before the war. | 

We are happy now to inform you that twenty-four pupils 
have been connected’ with the Institution, during the current 
year. Аз some càme in late in the session, tlie average num- 
ber would be about twenty. | 

There are in the State, at least forty blind youth, who ought 
to be educated. It'has been found necessary in all States to 
со out and see the parents of blind children, арӣ. bring 
them into the school.. Many parents of blind children, do not 
know that they can be educated, or that any provision has been 
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mace for their gratuitous education’ by the State. In many of 
thé States, it has been customary to make annual excursions, 
with from six to. twelve pupils, into the different counties, giv- 
ing exhibitions of their proficiency in studies, musie, arts, &c. 

All these things cost money, апа conld not be attempted with 
the limited means at our command. ; 

In purchasing furniture, we have bought only the most use- 
ful. The kitchen is now.well furnished, and so are the sleep- 
ing apartments, with some few exceptions. Тһе dinning 
rooms are partly furnished i but the parlor, recitation, and 
music rooms, need attention. 

It should be rer&embered, that travelers from all sections. of 
the country, апа from Europe, usually visit the Lunatic Asy- 
lums, and Institutions for the Blind, and for Deaf Mutes; as 
they travel from State to State ; and they judge of the charac- 
ter, and enlightenment of the "people and government of a 
State, by the condition of its publi¢ institutions. All the 
States take pride in fostering them. | 

Many have spent money very freely, to give to the unfor- 
tunate classes mentioned, all the means for mental and physical 
culturé ; ‘and the results, have, in many cases; astonished the 
world. One State has probably spent a million of dollars on 
her Institution for the Blind, including individual donations. 
It has an organ that cost over $4,000, ‘and over thirty pianos, 
some of them costly grand pianos. 

The Missouri Institution, with only double our number of 
pupils, has fourteen pianos and an organ. 

We have one piano, in constant use for seven years. The 
Superintendent has supplied one for the кше, the past year, at 
his own expense. 

The question comes then, why is the Institute so destitute ? 
Has the State refused ever to furnish the necessary funds ? 
We answer emphatically, по. The Legislature of Mississippi 
has always manifested a deep interest in its welfare; and has 
never, to our knowledge, refused an appropriation, asked for by 
the Board of Trustees. Tlie furniture of the Institution, as 
is well-known to your Excellency, was taken for hospital pur- 
poses; during ће таг, and the Trustees have felt so strongly 
the necessity for rigid économy in еуегу department of State 
expenditure, until we recover from our present depr essed con- 
dition, that we have limited our call for appropriations to the 
smallest possible amount, and shall continue so to do, until a 
more favorable state of things is manifest. 

‚ Then we shall hope to see this, and all the public charities, 
so fitted up, as to be a credit to our State and people. The best 
mode of educating the Blind,—what class of studies to have 
maghi &c., have been matters of careful attention for niany 
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years. Owing to the want of suitable text books іп raised 
~ print, instruction is necessarily to a great extent oral, making 
their education a very laborious process to the teachers. 

The main object of all education is to discipline the mind, to 
enable it to think with accuracy and power. When the mind 
is once properly disciplined, itis an easy matter to acquire 
knowlege. The question comes then, what studies best discip- 


Tine the mind, and what are best adapted to the capacities of the 


Blind. The study of the Ancient and Modern Languages, and 
Mathematics, have been acknowleged by educators, and men 
of science to be the best adapted to those ends. In ac- 
cordance with these views, the pupils in this Institution, have 
been instructed in the French and Latin Languages, and Mathe- 
matics in a thorough manner. Their progress has been such as 
to astonish.all who have examined them. 

Language taught orally, and as a spoken language, is the 
naturalstudy ofthe human race. Every child learns a lan- 
guage, and itis as easy for him to learn Greek or Russian, as 
it is | English. Taught on similar principles, orally, the blind 
learn the languages | rapidly, and the mental power thus gained 
enables them to master other studies with great ease. The 
studies taught the last year have been: 


Reading, ' Spelling, 
Grammer, Geography, 
Parsing, . Mental Arithmetic, 
Written Arithmetic, Algebra, 

` French, Latin, 


Chemistry, with daily lectures. 

Music on Piano. 

Music on Stringed Instruments. 

Music, Vocal. . “Ornamental Bead Work. у 

Thenumber of classes taught is large, as pupils are т differ- 
ent stages of advancement. We venture to say, that no Insti- 
tution in Europe or America, can show pupils more thoroughly 
educated, than those of the Institution for the Blind in Missis- 
sippi. 

The best mode of government, and the kind of discipline to 
be used in schools of all kinds, has been a matter of much dis- 
cussion everywhere ; and it has been a mooted question whether 
corporal punishment should ever be resorted to, especially in 
schools for the Blind. 

These questions have been discussed in Convention of 
Teachers of the Blind—results given below. 

“Ata Convention of Teachers of the Blind, held in August 
1853, comprising men eminent ій their vocation, many of 
whom were themselves blind, it was decided that the fact of 
blindness should make no difference in the discipline of child- 
ren.” (New York Report 1858.) 
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"The government ofthis Institution, urider the present Super- 


intendent, has always- been characterized by kindness, firmness: 


and efficiency, "while corporeal and other punishments have 
been less used, than in any previous period of its history. 
‘Instruction in some of the mechanic arts,’ is very important 
to blind males, as а means of support, after leaving the Institu- 
tion. 
“We were making arr angements to re- -open the work-shop 


the coming season, but the bnrning of the cottage buildings, 


used for that purpose, will prevent the accomplishment of our 
design for the present. 
The Superintendent has recently visited several Institutions, 


to ascertain about improvements in machinery, modes of teach- . 


ing, &c. These matters will be discussed in the future, when 
"tlie information will be of more immediate use. : 

By changes in the làw, as per code, the regular session of the 
Institution was lengthened from ten months of four weeks each, 
which is the regular school year of all Blind Institutions, аңа 
neatly all seeing schools, to ten calendar months; increasing 
the session three weeks, апа. proportionately. increasing the 
expense, without any increase of income. 

While our income for the first half of October was taken 
away, and our number of pupils to support, fifty per ceut above 

_ the estimated number, it will be seen that we had no means of 
. obeying this law, without greatly increasing the debt, and it is 
by no means easy to horrow money in these times. 

Wetherefore gave orders to close the school at the usual 
time. We would respectfully request the repeal of the law ге- 
ferred to; аз we believe the former rule to be the best for the 
pupils, the teachers, and the State. 

A law was also passed changing the custom, which has 
always prevailed in this, and other Institutions, of having two 
dining rooms, one forthe Superintendent and Teachers, and 
orie for the pupils. То fulfil this law, would have required an 
enlargement of the dining room, and’ an increase in the num- 
ber of servanfs. We had no funds to meet these increased 
expenses, and have directed the Superintendent fo make no 
change until further orders. 

We would respectfully reqnest the repeal of the-act approved 
Aug. 12th, 1864, for relief of Dempsey Sherrod, said act plac- 
ing said Sherrod permanentiy in the Institution, and also his 
sister, a young lady with full sight, twenty years old to be 
educated and boarded by the State, free of expense so long as 
he may ‘choose to enter himself as a pupil. 

— ^ We know of no reason for granting suca special privileges 


to Mr. Sherrod, rather than to any otlier respectable blind | 


! 
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. ! 
person, іп the State. Wehave had some applications, during 
the past school year, to receive blind persons into the Institu- 
tion, upon the plea, that they were without a home elsewhere ; 
but after consulting the Attorney-General we had to refuse. 

Mr. Sherrod deserves great credit for his efforts in raising by 
subscription, &c., large sums of money, to print books for the 
Blind; but it has always been understood, thathe was well 
paid for his services as agent, by the Trustees, of the fund so 
raised. If he has not been so paid, the Trustees should at. 
once pay him a fair reward, out of funds now in their hands. 

His claim for support, is on the Trustees of the fund во 
raised, noton the State, which contributed very liberally to 
the fund, nor on the Institution for the Blind, which has never 
. received any benefit from said fund, either directly or indirec- 
tly up to the presenttime. We appreciate the motive which 
prompted the passage of the law; but the war is over, and itis 
proper that things should return to their normal condition. 
The Institution is not designed to be an asylum for the sup- 
port of blind people of all ages. Тіз a school for the educa- 
tion of blind youth. 

· To receive adult Blind into the Institution for support, would 
completely. subvert the objects of the Institution. "They 
should be supported by the counties in which they belong, if 
unable io support themselves. Өпе great object of this Insti- 
tution, is so to educate blind youth, that they may be able to 
support themselves, after they leave school. 

Mr. Sherrod finished his education in this school: many years 
ago. He has entered himself as a pupil, for the last five years. 
His sister has been educated iu the Institution as a day pupil, 
two years, and for two years, has been furnished with board 
and tuition, free of expense, making four years in all. 

At present the law makes no limit in regard to the ages at. 
which pupils are to be received, and to what age they may re- 
main as pupils. Тһе following extract from Report of the In- 
diana State Institution for the Blind, gives the largest period. 
for admission of pupils of any blind school, that we know of. 
We would recommend the adoption of a similar rule, and also 
that no pupils he allowed to remain after 22 years old, unless 
by special act of the Board of Trustees. 

“From ten to fourteen is the most favorable age for entering 
the Institute ; provided the pupils have had judicious care and 
training at home, prior to thatage. But as this is hot always 
the case, and as there are many who lose their sight after that 
age; or, having lost it earlier, did not find an opportunity of 
going to school at the proper time, the regulations of the Insti- 
tute allow of the admission of all proper subjects, who are not 
under eight or above twenty-one years of age.” 
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Our State has justreason to feel proud of its Instituti on for 
the Blind, and of itself, for its energy, and philanthrophy in 
sustaining the school through . ali the embarrassments.of the 
last five years, when Institutions in some States failed alto- 
gether; and in others received but 2 precarious support. We 
know that we can always rely upon full sympathy from all de- 
partments of our State Governments 

To put the Institution in complete order; to buy furni- | 
ture, musical instruments, books, apparatus, and finish repairs, 
would require quite a large sum. As before remarked, we feel | 
that rigid economy should ђе the rule in every department of 
State expenditure, and that this isno time to spend money for 
anything that can be dispened with. We therefore, ask for no . 
new appropriation, and for no additional quarterly allowance ; 
although we expect a larger number of pupils, and heavier ex- 
penses than heretofore. 

We only ask the Legislature to order the payment of the 
Auditor’s Warrant, now in our Treasury, drawn April 1865; 
and also to issue his warrant, for quarterly appropriations, due ` 
July 156 1865; and for one half of the month of October 1865. 

That the Legislature did notintend to deprive us of these 
funds is evident from the fact that the Joint Committee reported 
them, as funds at our command; aud after they were render- 
ed valueless by the act referred to, a hill was introduced in the 
House ordering payment of these claimsduring the last days of 
the session, and passed; but the Legislature adjourned before 
its passage was completed. 

With these claims paid, we shall be able to pay our debts, 
make some needed repairs, and purchases, and sustain the In- 
stitution as heretofore. | 

We would earnestly invite your Excellency, and the шет- 
bers of the Senate and House of Representatives, to visit the 
school at any time most convenient, and examine itin every 
department. 

We think that such an examination will satisfy any опе, 
that we have not over estimated its emoreney and merits.

[Concurrent resolution received at Department of State, June 16, 1806.) 


4 QUINT RESOLUTION pr oposing an МЕРТЕ to the Constitution of the 
United States. 


Be tt resolved by the Senate and House of Жерен йа of the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled, (two thirds of 
both Houses concurring, ) That the following article be proposed · 
to the Legislatures of the several States as an amendment. to 
the Constitution of the United States, which, when ratified by 
three-fourths of the Legislatures, shall be valid as part of the 
Constitution, namely : 


| "ARTICLE XIV. ТЕ 

Ѕеспох 1. АП persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United States and of the.State wherein they reside. No 
State shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge the , 
priviléges or immunities of citizens of the United States; nor 
shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty, or proper- 
ty, without due process of law, nor deny to any person within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 

Sec. 2. Representatives shall be appointed among the sever- 
al States, according to their respective numbers, counting the 
whole number of persons in each State, excluding Indians not 
taxed. But when the right to vote at any election for the 
choice of electors for President and Vice-President of: the 
United States, Representatives to Congress, the executive and 
Judicial officers of a State, or the members of the Leg'slature 
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thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabitants of such State, 
being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of the United 
States, or in any way abridged, except for participation in 
rebellion or other crime, the basis of representation therein 
shall be reduced in the proportion which the number of such 
male citizens shall bear to the whole number of male citizens 
. twenty-one years of age in such State. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be a Senator or Representative'i in 
Congress, or elector of President and Vice-President, or hold 
anv office, civil or military, under the United States, or under 
any State, who, having previously taken an oath, as a member 
of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or ав а 
member : of any State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial 
officer of any State, to support the Constitution of the United 
States, have engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the 
same, or given “aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. But 
Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of each House, remove 
such disability. 

Src. 4. The validity of the publie debt of the United States, 
authorized by law, including debts incurred for payment of 
pensions and bounties for services in suppressing insuriection 
or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But neither the United 
States nor any State shall assume or рау any debt or obliga- . 
tion incurred in aid of insurrection. оз rebellion against the 
United States, or any claim for the loss or emancipatioti of 
any slave; but all such debts, obligations and claim shall be 
held illegal and void. 

Бес. 5. The Congress shall have power to enforce, by appro- 
priate legislation, the provisions of this Article. 5

Mr. SPEAKER : 

The Joint Standing Committee on State and Federal Rela- ' 
tions, to whom was referred the- message of the Governor and 
accompanying documents having reference to the Amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States, proposed by Congress, 
as Article 14, have duly considered the subject, and instructed 
me to make the following report: 


History has taught how exceedingly difficult it is ; to establish 
any form of Government and definitely settle its powers. The ~ 
interests to be conserved by it are susceptible of almost infinite 
modifications. These should, as far as practicable, be recon- 
ciled and harmonized. 

Tt may поё be prudent to venture on the untried experiment 
of improvement, from the mere suggestions of theory. Unless 
defects have been clearly discovered, which retard ог impair the 
beneficial operation of the Government, or which endanger its 
purity and integrity, it were wise to let the Constitution alone. 

А new element of power introduced might, in a manner, 
(now unforeseen,) disturb the harmonious working of the 
system. The functions of the national and local governments, 
in their relations with each other, ате most nicely adjusted. 
The precise boundaries of their orbits it may not be possible 
to define. Time, precedent, judicial construction and the 
acquiescence of the people, have put to rest questions which, 
in their day, imported serious disturbance. 

Again and again State and Federal authority have come into 
contact on new points, but forbearance, patience and calm 
discussion have been sufficient for their settlement, without 
an alteration of the fundamentallaw. ` 

It were safe to say Шаба dissatisfaction on the part of the 
South, with the Constitution, іп the whole, or any of its parts, 
Or with any of the powers conferred on the Federal Govern- 
ment, did not produce the late revolution and civil war. ` 

The attempted withdrawal of the Southern States from the 
Union, and establishment of a seperate Government, was in- 
duced by a conviction that slavery was not safe іп the Union. 
The movement was in the interest of slavery. 
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The civil жаг Ваз closed with two facts, indisputably estab- 
lished, universally aecepted and recognized by the people of : 
Ше South. First, that slaver у 18 forever abolished. Second, ~ 

that the Federal Union is indissolvable. ` 

The State Convention of 1865 so declared. The Mississippi - 
Convention of that year held this language, “Тһе institution : 
‚ ОЁ slavery having been destrcyed in the State ot Mississippi, 
neither slavery nor mvoluntary servitude otherwise than in the 
punishment of crime, whereof the party shall have. been duly 
convicted, shall hereafter exist in this State." 

An ordinance passed 9th January, 1861, ‘Чо воће Ше 
Union between the State of Mississippi and other States 
united with her, &c., &c., is hereby declared null and void.” 

The people in the highest’ form in which they can exert 
sovereign power, have declared that slavery does not and shall - 
not hereafter exist, and that the secession ordinance is null 
and void. 

For thirty years prior to 1860, slav ery was the only serious- 
ly disturbing element in national polities. Тһе controversy 
assumed a sectional character, because slavery was local. Now / 
that the irritating cause has passed away and now also that 
there has been а full abandonment of a claim of right in a State to 
withdraw from the Union, there would seem to bea com- 
plete adjustment and (one that promises to be final) of all and 

everything that has been in dispute between the sections. 

The Committee see nothing in the intrinsic merits of the 
proposed amendment, in the manner of its adoption by Con- 
gress, OT in the circumstances that environ the State of Missis- 
sippi that commend its ratification. Every important amend- 
ment paves the way for future changes. Prior to our late 
troubles; all the amendments made to the Federal Constitu- 
Моп were of the nature of-limitations' and restrictions on 
power. The one proposed is so comprehensive—touching so 

many points, and including so many subjects that have hereto- 
fore belonged ‘exclusively to. State cognizance that for a longs 
time there must be embarrassment, confusion and interference 
between the Federal and State jurisdictions. It is recommend- 
ed as a cure for present distempers.. The good which its 
friends are assured it will bring may all turn to ashes in practice, ' 
and instead of remedying grievances, it may entail on the 
_ country а long train of evils. | 

Three-quarters of a century have pretty clearly marked the 
lines which separate the Federal and State judicary. ` Judicial 
decision and history have defined what class of subjects belong | 
to the one ог the other jurisdiction. ` 

This amendment would disturb,to a degree which no jurist:can 
foresee, the established relations between the Federal and 
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State Cour rts. Tt would transfer to the former а supervisor y ала” 


apellate control over the latter, їп а very large class of sub- 
jects that now belong to the exclusive cognizance of the State 
tribunals: It confers on Congress large and undefined power, 
at the expense of the reserved rights of thé State. It transfers 
to the United States а criminal and police regulation over the 
inhabitants of the States, touching matters purely domestic. 
It intervenes between the State Governmentzand its inhabitants 
on the assumption that there 13 an alienation of interest 
and. sentiment between certain portions of the population. 
And ‘that. such intervention is for the benefit of one class 
against the other. It tends to create distrust and jealousy be- 


tween the white апа black races, and perpetually to disturb and - 


keep alive these evil passions. It invites appeal from the do- 
mestic to the Fedéral judiciary, on questions arising on local 
law, on the predicate that the State courts will not deal between 


the parties with fairness or impartiality. It inculeates on the- 


colored population a distrust of State law and authority for the 
protection of person and property, and to regard both as alien 
and inimical—apd. constantly to require the legislative and ju- 
dicial corrective of the Federal power. 
2d. 'The amendment introduces new rules, ог gitempts to 
enforce them on the States, in regard to citizenship and the 
elective franchise. 
All persons, natives of the United States, or natur alized, ex- 


cept Indians untaxed—are declared 16 be citizens of the United - 


States, and of the State where they reside,—and if the elective 
franchise is denied or abridged to any male inhabitant of the 
‘State 21 years of age, the basis of representation shall be re- 
duced in the proportion such male citizens shall bear to 
the whole number ot: male- citizens 21 3 ears of age in such 
State. | 

It is obvious that the object is, to compel the Southern 
States to accept negro suffrage, ‘on ‘pain of the reduction of 
their representation in Congress and the Electoral College. 

If one-half the-males-in Mississippi over 21 yedrs of age 
were negroes, then to dény or abridge suffrage to them would 
cut down representation in the proportion they bear to the 
white males over 21-years of age, wliich would be to тесе 16 
one-half’ 

As now prescribed i in the Constitution, the Saou for Rep- 
resentatives:in Congress dre’ those: who have “ qualifications- 
requisite for electors of the mostnumerous branch of the State 
Legislature.” Each ‘State determines for itself the qualifica - 
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tions of -electors, and thus determines who’ шау vote . 


for ` Верлезещайуев in Congress. It so. happens that 
this feature: of the améndmént, though of general ap- 
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plication, сап have but little practical operation except in 
the States lately slaveholding. It makes citizesn of the United. 
States arid of the States—of the four millions of blacks. “It 
confers on them the elective franchise on the same terms en- 

joyed by the whites; or if withheld or abridged, it reduces 
their influence in the House of Representatives and the Elec- 

toral College quite one-third. In the other States this element 
of the population is so small that its influence would hardly be 
felt in the elections." It would add about one-third to the body 
of citizenship in the Southern States; perhaps in two of them 
it would give the preponderance to the colored race. . In sey- 
eral of the Middle, Western and Northern States, the blacks 

have been, and still are, kept under political disabilities. These 
States have not thought it to be for the publie weal that апу 
of them should be admitted to the privileges of the ballot. 

The franchise of voting is not а natural right. In no age or 
' country has suffrage been universal. Everywhere it has been 
withheld from the female sex. Everywhere in ancient and . 
modern civilization it has been confined to males, and such of . 

-them as had a prescribed qualification. ^ 

A wise statesman has said, “That government is a con- 
trivance of human wisdom to provide for human wants." Free 
institutions, representative government, can repose on no 
other basis than the virtue and intelligence of the people. ‘The 
ballot, with safety, can be lodged only with those who have in- 
telligence and knowledge sufficiently to understand principles, 
to reason of policy, and to measure men. | 

When the scheme of government is so contrived, that ulti- 
mate power is with the people,—that from them and by them 
all public functionaries are chosen, and to them the final appeal 
is made on all political subjects—whether of fundamental làw, 
or temporary expediency,—especial care should be taken that 
the voting class should not be swollen by sudden and large 
infusions of ignorance and prejudice. 

It eannot be pretended that the lately enfranehised blacks 
are, as а body, either .morally or intellectually competent to 
vote.. They have never had any cóncern or participation in 
public affairs: In the main they are destitute of the simplest 
elemental training. They have no habits of thought, are 
incapable of comprehending our system of government, and 
of reasoning upon and apprehending measures of wise states- 
manship. Such a step is counter to experience and practice 
from the very organization of the Government. Тһе naturali- 
zation laws offer citizenship only, tothe whiteraces. Applicants 
must serve an apprenticeship in the art of self-government. 
They must live here long enough to study our institutions, to 
become familiar with American ideas and principles, to learn 
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the nature and duties of citizenship, before they are entrusted 
‘with its responsibilities. Surely the German and Irishman, 
and other Eufópean emigrants, are better fitted to be invested 
with this high privilege, the first moment of landing on our 
shores, than the colored race so lately emancipated. 

« 9d. The 4th section degrades and disfranchises a most use- 
ful, intelligent and respectable class of our citizenis—in a form 
the most odious and tyrannical—by ex post facto law. =. 

The Proclamation of the President, of date 25th May, 1865, 
issued in pursuance of the invitation of Congress, offered am- 
nesty to all those who had participated in the late civil war 
against thexUnited States, on the terms of taking a prescribed 
form of oath---except certain descriptions of persons named in 
sundry specifications, and to these on special application. .- It 
is well known that the great mass of our people did promptly 


. avail themselves of ‘the Executive Amnesty, by accepting and , 
| comp ying with the conditions. 


: Whatis the-value.and effect ofthe Pardon? “The Constitu- 
tion in general terms gives to the President, power to “отат re- 
prieves and pardons except in cases of impeachment.” А

The Supreme Court of the United States, in reference to this 
clause of the Constitution, says: “It means that the power 
must be used according to law, that is as 16 had been used in 
England and the States when they were colonies. Withoutsuch 
а power in some department or functionary of the Government 
it would be most impertéct and deficient in its political morality.” 
` Jn another case, Chief Justice Marshall says: “We must re- 
fer to the immemorial exercise of the power, by the Executive 
of the British nation, and judicial interpretation of it, for in-- 
formation as to the effect and operation о? а pardon. “Т 
must receive the same meaning as prevailed. here and in Eng- 
land at the time it found a place in the Constitution." 5 Peters, 
264, 980. - 

“Тһе very highest English autho rity (Coke 2, In. 238) de- 
fines a pardon to be a work of mercy, whereby the King either 


before sentence or conviction, ог after, forgiveth any crime, . | 


offence, or punishment. 

“АП, then, who have taken the amnesty oath, or been specially 
pardoned, “have been forgiven any crime or offence by reason 
of their complicity inthe recent insurrection. The legal effect 
to them is precisely the same as though they had never viola- 


„ ted their allegiance, nor borne arms, nor given aid and comfort: 


tó:thóse in military combination against the United States. АП 
the consequences, which might affect them personally, as citi- 
zens or in-their estates, have Deen condoned by the Govern- 
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ment. If it could be said that forfeiture of political С : 


ensued as one of these consequences, the amnesty works-a 


complete restoration of them. Itrestores the recipients of it - 


to the precise status they bore towards the United States before 
the criminating acts were done. 

These citizens would not be convicted, by the Courts 
To reach them by a Bill of Attainder, or expost facto law, is 
beyond thé power of Congress. The problem is yet.unsolved, 
whether they may not be punished by а Constitutional Amend.

Each State, regardless of territory and population, is entitled 
to. two Senators, 

Ап amendment made in accordance with the letter and in- 
tendment of the Constitution, must first secure the appro»al of 
two-thirds of the people, represented in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and the like number of States represented in the 
Senate, and must be ratified by three-fourths of the Legisla- 
tures, or Conventions representing the people of the States. 
If any of the States are kept compulsorily out of the Senate, 
or the people of any of the States are excluded from the 
House, it can not be said that such States and people, have con- 
curred in an amendment, proposed in their enforced absence 
from Congress. 

Nor can it be said that such amendment has passed by the 
constitutional majority.for the excluded States and people have 
had no part in thewote, and have not і in the legal mode express- 
ed their assent thereto. 

If any of the States were voluntarily unrepresented when this 


. fourteenth amendment was recommended, the question might · 


and would be different. But such is not the fact. 
The position taken by the government of the United States, 
towards the people of the Southern States, was that they had

President Lincoln, in his proclamation of the 15th April, 
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1861, recites: “That whereas the laws of the United States, 


have been for some time past .and-now’ are opposed, and the. _ .

Georgia, Alabama, &c., by combinations too powerful to be 


suppressed by the ordinary course of judicial proceedings, or `

Congress convened in J uly, 1861. Very early i in the session, 
the House. of Representatives, by an almost unanimous vote, 
passed a resolution affirming in substance that the object in.

all the dignity, rights and equality of the States unimpaired ;" 
“not in a spirit of oppression, nor for any purpose of conquest. 
of of subjugation.” 

"The Senate passed а separate resolution of'similar import. 

. By act of 18th July, 1861, “further to provide for the collec- 
tion of duties.on imports, &c.," authority is given the- Presi- 
dent to abolish ports of entry,*and to regulate trade with the 
country in insurrection, whenever as recited in the first sec- 
tion, “It shall, in the judgment of the President, by reason of 
unlawful combinations of persons in opposition to the laws. of 
the United States, become impracticable to execute the reve- 
nue laws, and collect the. duties on imports by the ordinary 
means, and in the, ordinary way.” | 

The 2d section empowers the’ President, whenever he shall 
have called out the militia, under the act of 1795, and the in- 
surgents claim -to act under the authority of any State or 
States, to prohibit commercial intercourse with such people 
altogether, so long as such condition of hostility shall eon- 
tinue. . 

"Phe preamble to the act of 22d J uly, 1862, toauthorize the 
employment . of. volunteers tq sid in “enforcing the laws, &е А 
thus describes the exigency for their employment:

Тһе 594 section provides that should any of ‘the States bei in 
actual rebellion against the authority of the Government of 
the United States, when the act goes into effect, then the sev- 
eral provisions of the act shall be enforced, “во soon as the na- 
tional authority is re-established.” 

The President, in his proclamation of. 34 Мау, 1861, ‘calling 
for volunteers, declares that they are to be “employed for, the 
protection of the national Sousa lane: and the preservation | of 
the National Union.” 

By the act of July 11th, 1863, in relation to the Postoffice 
Department, it is provided “that the time fixed for the institu- 
tion of suits against the sureties of postmasters, shall: not be 
considered as running in any Stateor part thereof, the inhabi- 
tants whereof shall have been declared in а state of insurrec- 
tion, during the time the insurrection shall continue." 

The act of July 15th, 1862, to amend the judicial system of 


‘the United States, among other things, in the first section, en- 


acts that the districts of Maryland, Delaware, Virginia, and 
North Carolina, shall constitute the fourth circuit; ‘Бе dis- 
triets of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, 
shall constitute the fifth circuit." 

Тһе за section provides for the transfér of suits from the 
District Courts of Texas and Florida, to the, Circuit Courts. 

'The preamble to the act of 3d of March; 1863, for enrolling 
and calling out the national forces, thus describes the civil 
маг: 

Whereas, There now existin the United States ап insürrec- 
tion and rebellion against the authority thereof, and it is, un- 
der the Constitution of the United States, the duty of the Gov- 
ernmezt to suppress insurrection and rebellion, to guar antee to 
each State a Republican form of Government, and 10 preserve 
the public tranquility, &e. . 

The correspondence of the ‘State Doinei ith foreign 
powers, complained thatthey accorced neutrality to ‘the. South:as 
belligerents, for the reason that it was а mere domestic quarrel 
and insurrection, which, when suppressed, would leáye. ihe 
States and people precisely as they were before. Such, “68 pe- 
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cially, was the tone of the coinmunications made to the French- 
Emperor, 

The committee have gone into this: review of the solemn 
and authoritative acts of the National Government, for the pur- 
pose of distinctly presenting the views and purposes of tlie 
United States towards the people and States of the-South dür- - 
ing the war. 

We have quoted from the laws of Congress and Executive 
proclamations, on the subject of import duties; direct taxation, | 
the postoftice, the judicial system, the army and navy, running 
throughout almost the entire period of the war, having special 
reference to the people and States of the South, regarding the 
former-as citizens of the United States, . and the latter as -йе 
jare members of the Union. 

` It is declared that the army and navy are employed to re- 
possess the fots, arsenals and navy yards; to enforce the laws 
obstructed by combinations too powerful to Бе: overcome by. 
ordinary judicial proceedings—to preserve the Constitution 
and the Union, to restore speedily, peace and tranquility—di- 
rect taxes are imposed according to the basis fixed by the Соп- 
‘stitution. Extraordinary ` power is given tothe President to 
enforce the revenue laws ; the statutes of limitations are sus- 

‚ pended against a certain "class of persons in these States, so 
long as the condition of hostility continues. In reforming the 
judicial system, which has been applied exclusively to the States 
since 1793, each one of the Southern States was assigned.to a 
circuit. 

The 13th amendment to the Constitution proposed by Con- 
gress in 1865, was submitted to each of the thirty-six States.— 
It was acted upon by the Legislatures of the Southern States, 
ratified by nearly all of them. Their vote was received; rec- 
ognized and counted by the Secretary of State, (under the act 
of Congress for that purpose,) and by their adoption, as much 
as the States of the Nor th, East and West, it was made part of 
‘the Constitution. 

‘An eminent Judge of the Supreme Court of the United States 
has held that.so soon as the insurrection was ‘suppressed, and 
civil law and order were restored, the Constitution became op- 
erative and supreme, ‘and по tribunal unknown to it would try 
and convict the citizen for offences against the’ United States. 
The same doctrine has been recently announced by the entire 
‘bench of the Supreme Court. | 

“In view of all this, if would seem to be too clear for cavil or 
debate, that the United States are estopped- to deny ‘that the 
States lately in insurrection are members of the Federal Union, 
Tf members, they are States in the Union, for all purposes, 
equal in rights with the others under the Constitution. The 
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logical deduction necessary and irresistable. from these ré- 

peated, deliberate, Official acts of the United. States is, that the. 
moment the military and forcible combination against the laws 

and authority of the same was overcome, and the Federal su- 

premacy was reinstated, and law and civil tribunals were re- 

placed, then the work of preserving the Union was accom- 

plished, and the States at once resumed their proper places 

and relations in it. 

If Mississippi is not now entitled to every "benefit of the 
Constitution, to all of the rights ofa State in the Union, as 
completely as New York and “Indiana, then the Constitution has 
not been maintained, and the Union has not been preserved. 

Itis impossible, in our complex system, that a State can oc- 
сору а middle-ground. It is revolutionary, subversive of fan- 
damental principles, that a State may be in the Union forsome . 

‘purposes, and out ofit for others. That she may, through her 
Legislature, ratify an amendment of. the Constitution, and at 
the same time be excluded from the consideration and vote on 

the amendment in Congress. | 

So far from according with the spirit of the Constitution; it 
is in disagreement with all right ideas of Representative Gov- 
ernment to hold in abeyance | any of the powers ofa State. 

To deny to the State representation, and especially to with- 
hold from her a voice in Congress, on changes proposed to 
the organic law, particularly affecting her, and at the same 
time, to levy on her people direct-taxes, which can only- Бе ap- 
‘portioned on the representative basis, and all other burdens of 
Government, is to hold the State and people under the disabil- 
ities of conquered territory. War, foreign or domestic, works 
no alteration in the Constitution—it neither enlarges nor. di- 
minishes the powers of the General Government. Our fathers 
contemplated the contingency of domestic conflict and strife, 
hence they conferred on Congress the power to suppress in- 
surrections. The grant of the power was for the very purpose 
of perpetuating the Constitution, and the Union- under it—not 
to make the insurrection the pretext and occasion to pervert. 
the one and subvert the other. 

The claim, as one of the consequences of the war, that the 
States engaged in it, have been subjugated, is but another form 
of speech for the doctrine that the United States may conquer 
part of itself. 

The assumption that twenty-five States can govern the other 

· eleven іп a mode different from that prescribed іп the Consti- 

tution, is nofhing more nor less than a subversion of the Con- 
stitution and the Union created by it.. 

There is no such thing known to the Constitution as a pow- 

er in Congress to expel a State for any cause from the Union.

There i is ito rightful power in Congress or all th йаша 
-of the Government combined to refuse admission to their seats 
of Senators and Representatives from Mississippi, for no oth- 
er геазоп than because they are accredited from that State. — . 

The Senate and House are respectively the judges of the 
election and qualification of their respective members. The 
enquiry is limited to an examination of each mdividual appli- 
cant for a seat. 

What the qualifications are, are plainly written in the Consti- | 
tution. If the Congress бап go outside of the constitutional 
‘rule and exclude an entire State delegation, because oftheir po- 
litical opinions, or those of their constituents; then a majority 
in Congress may perpetuate its faction or party in power, by 
“shutting the doors of Congress on all who do not agree with it. 

The.Committee recommend the adoption. of the joint resolu- 
tion herewith reported.

- MEMORIAL 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE UNIVERSITY бї MISSISSIPPI, 


‚ ТО THE LEGISLAT URE, 
RAN 

The undersigned Trustees of the University of Mississippi 
respectfully represent, that the Fifteenth Session of the 
University (the second since the close of Ше war) opened on 
the 24th of September last with one hundred and fifty seven 
students, апа. оп the 17th October inst, the number had 
increased to two hundred and one, distributed among ‘the 
college classes as follows: Senior Four, Junior Thirty, Sopho 
more Fifty-one, Freshman Twenty-seven, Irregular Sixty-six, 
many of whom are pursuing studies preparatory to entering 
the regular classes. This shows a prosperity for the Universi-. 
ty equal to its most flourishing condition before, the war, and 
an unexpected ability and disposition on the part of the 
people, after the fiery trials through which they have passed, 
to secure for their children the advantages of the higher 
branches of education. 

Certainly this prosperity of the University, which should be 
the pride of the every citizen, and this ability and disposition 
of the people, to advance the moral and intellectual culture of 
the growing mind of the State, should be most gratifying to 
the peoples' representatives and should induce them to give 
the most liberal support to the University to enable it to 
accomplish the great purpose for which it was founded, and to 
give the highest encouragement to the sentiment which tends 
so strongly to the development of the intellectual resources of 
the State. 

To do this, all that is required, is for the Legislature to 
endow the University with the fund which is its Own, which has 
been so long withheld, or to make such appropriations from 
the Treasury, as will enable it to furnish the means of educa- 
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tion to the children of the State, who seek instruction within 

its walls. .Surely.if would be better to endow.it at once with 

that which belongs to it, that it might forevér perfom all its 

high functions unsurpassed by any other: similar Institution of 

learning, without making а further call upon the State. But if 
in the wiser judgment of the Legislature, that cannot at present 

be done, then whatis required is, the appropriation of the. 
necessary amount, to provide for the. exigencies of the Univer- 

sity for the time being. 

We ask respectfully to pr esent to the Legisléture the facts in 
reference to these two propositions, as they were presented to 
the Legislature i in 1856 with the action of that body upon them 
at that time: . They will be found in the following extracts 
from the message of the Governor, giving concisely the his- 
tory of the University Fund and showing the:liability of the 
. State to that Fund, for the permanent endowment of the Uni- 
versity, to be six hundred and fifty-two thousand, two hundred 
and forty-six, 42-100 dollars ($652,246,42,) and in the act of 
the Legislature passed at that session, appropriating Twenty 
thousand ЯоПатз ($20,000,) annually for five years to be paid 
‘out of the State Treasury for the support of the University. 

The extract from the message above alluded to is as follows : 
“Тһе University is established upon a grant of land consisting 
of thirty-six sections made by the Congress of the United . 
States to the State of Mississippi, in 1819 ;-and the language 
of the act is, that the title of this land shall “Be vested in the 
Legislature of said State, in trust, for the support of a беші- 
nary of Learning therein." * 

Lands of great value were selected by the State, or she 
pursued the policy of leasing them until-the year 1831, up to. 
which time. she received from the rents $8402. The books in 
the office of the State Commissioner show this fact. Ти the 
same year the Legislature passed an act for the.valuation and - 
sale of these lands to the highest bidder, when. the bid did not ` 
amount to less than three fourths of the valuation. 

Thirty-five and one-half sections of the land’ were sold for. 
$277,332 52. ‘Notes were taken from Ње purchasers ‘ with 
approved ‘security, and deposited in the Planter’s ‘Bank for 
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collection. ‘The sale was made in 1833, on one, two and three 
years time, and the notes made payable 1st of November, 1884 
1835 and 1836, respectively. 

It will be thus seen that $8402 from rents, and $277, 332 52 

from the sale of the lands, a hàlf section remaining unsold, 
should have been the original endowment of the University, 
had it then been brought into being. The University not 
being established, however, the Legislature, by act of July 
26th, 1843, made it the duty of the State Treasurer, immediate- 
ly after the passage of that act “to credit the University Fund 
"with interest, at the rate of five per cent. per annüm upon all 
monies heretofore paid into the Treasury, trom the time when 
so paid, to the passage of the act. And thereafter to annually 
credit said fund with interest, at.the rate of eight per cent. per 
annum upon all monies due from the State to said fund.” 
Under this rule established by the State, computation has-been 
made, showing thatthe $8402 received from rents, with interest 
at five per cent. up to 1843, amounted at that time to $12,603,00, 
and the sum of $277,332 52, received from land sales, with 
interest at same rate to the same time, amounted to $383,643,- 
35, and the two sums together to 396,246 35. . The sum, in the 
language of the act, due from the State to the University fund, 
in 1843, upon which interest is to be thereafter calculated at 
eight per cent. per annum, and which, with the interest, at this 
rate to January 1857, now amounts to $1,077,790 07. 

From this is to be deducted the amount heretofore appropri- 
ated by the State to establish and support the University, 
the sum total of which is. principal $128,325 04, and with 

Interest computed as in сазе of the fund, to January 1856, is, 
$203, 465 58, which taken from $1,077,790 07, leaves 8874, 
394 49, the actual sum now due to the University fund. 

This estimate has been made upon the presumption that the 
whole of the money from rents and from sale of the lands was 
received by the State. She was the Trustee for the manage- 
ment of the fund, having the sole control over it, and if it has 
not been received by her, it has not been received by the Uni- 
versity. If, then, it has been lost, or any part of it, by the 
misfortune of the State, or by her bad management of it,

whether is s the State or the University - to. sustain. the Joss 
and the injury 7. “The question is, is not.the above sum, fairly 
computed, by the rule laid down bythe State in reference to 
‘this fund, the sum now due from her to the’ University, with . 
which the institution should be fully endowed? But, another 
computation is made of the amount, which, it is believed, the 
State actually did receivein money, or what she recognized as 
- its equivalent from the rents and sales of these lands. In 1835, 

Governor Runnels, jn his message to the Legislature, states 
the gross sum for which the lands had been sold at $277,282 53. 

Governor Quitman repeats the same statement in his message 
in 1836. Auditor Mallory, in his report to the Legislature of 
the same year, makes it fifty dollars greater. 

And Governor Lynch in his message of 1837 says: “Тһе 
original $ales^with the interest which has accrued now exceeds 
$310,000, which, at ten per cent. intérest which they bear, will 
create an annual interest of more than $30,000." АП these 
executive officers seem to have clearly recognized the several 
sums named by them as that in eacli case which was “ due.from 
the State to the University Fund.” 

Governor McNutt, who never recognized liabilities which 
were not just, says in his message to the Legislature in 1840: | 
“Т again invoke your speedy action on the Seminary Fund. It 
now amounts, principal and interest, to‘ about $300, 000. . The 
Јалу providing for the custody of this Fund is very defective, 
and a large portion of it will certainly be lost unless itis taken 
from the possession of those who now control it. The 
statement of the Planters' Bank, herewith transmitted, will 
place you in po ssession of all the information Ihave been able 
to obtain relativeto this Fund." From this statement of Gov- 
ernor McNutt, it would seem to have been clearly his opinion 
that the sum received by the State, and due from her to the 
Seminary Fund, in 1840, principal and interest, was about 
$300,000. Thenotes had been placed in the Planters’ Bank for · 
collection; and assuming that they were collected by January, 
1837, or discounted by the bank, by which the State could 
realize themoney or bank stock, or стед for them, the business 
of the treasury MM conducted. through the bank at that time, 
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the principal; which in three years? from January,.1837, to · 
January, 1840, at eight рег cent. interest, would amount to 
$300,000, is $242,000. Taking this last sum, then, as the amount 
recognized by Governor McNutt as principal received by the 
State, and due from her to the Seminary Fund in 1837, and 
computing interest upon гот that time to 1843, six years, at 
five per cent., the rule laid down by the State, the actual sum 
for the first endowment of the University, in 1843, was $314,100, 
on which interest is thereafter to be credited at eight per cent., 
and which makes the sum tofal actually due from the State to 
the Seminary Fund in January, 1856, $855,712. From ‘this 
amount subtract the sum total, principal and interest already 
advanced by the State, as heretofore stated, for the establish- 
ment and support of the University, $203,465 58, and we have 
> thé sum of $652,246 42, which is at this time the just endowment 
of the University, from what the State has actually received or 
recognized as equivalent to money by her executive officers, 
from the grant made to her in trust by Congress for the support 
of a seminary of learning. The computations being all made 
under therule laid down by the State, andin reference to time 
and rates of interest most favorable to herself.” 

The extract from the act of 1856 alluded to above reads as 
follows: “Ве it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, that to enable the Trustees of the State University 
to provide suitable buildings to accommodate the increasing 
number of students in said institution, to supply deficiencies in 
the library and apparatus, and to meet other pressing wants of 
the institution, the sum of twenty thousand dollars be, and the 
same is hereby, appropriated to be paid out of the State tr easury, 
annually, for the period of five years, to be pas on the order of 
the President of said Trustees.” 

We respectfully ask your honorable body, upon this statement 
of facts. to allow the interest annually upon the indebtedness 
of the State to the University, or to make adequate appropria- 
tions to meet all its necessities. The appropriation under the 
act of March, 1856, ceased in March, 1861, the first year ofthe 
war, and from that time for the four years ensuing the exercises 
of the University were suspended, and the grounds were occu- 
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pied by, Confederate and Federal troops alternately, for suum 
and hospital purposes. ves n

of, peace the University has been re-established in allits depart- | 
ments, -with a Faculty of Arts: unsurpassed in ability and 
efficiency by any similar institution in the South, and prosperity - 
has again dawned upon it. · The necessity now 2 arises for means | 
to repair the present buildings; to erect additional ones Тот the 
increasing number:of students and professors, especially a 
residence’ suitable for the Chancellor of the University ; ; to- 
enclose.and improve the grounds, which are now. like a waste 

place; and to make necessary additions to the library, and 
portions of the apparatus. Prior to the war an observatory 
building with tower-complete had been erected, and а telescope 
ordered to be built of the first class ànd magnitude. The 
| instrument was designed and intended to be superior of its kind 
_to any in the United States or in Europe. It was not completed 
until after the commencement of the war, and that casualty 
prevented us from obtaining possession of it. We had made 
no payment on it, and it was sold, and purchased by an institu- 
tion of learning or University at Chicago. Itis said to be an 
instrument of superior excellence, unsurpassed in its power by 
any now known. Аз it was constructed by our order and for 
our use, and we were deprived of it by the casualty of war, it 
is reasonably supposed that the institution now having it in 
possession: will transfer it to our University on refunding to 
· them the money paid for it. And the Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity has been directed to open correspondence upon this, 
subject. 

Careful estimates have been made of the sum now required 
to meet the necessities of the University, and itis believed that 
$30,000, payable in two installments of $15,000 each, during 
the current year, will be sufficient for all the purposes embraced 
in this Memorial.. | 
| The munificent donation of land to the State, : for the estab- 
lishment of a seminary of learning, and the acceptance of the ` 
trust by the State for its faithful managemant, both now appeal 
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to her to make the University what it was originally designed 
to be. oe | 
** Besides this, ап appeal comes to her from her neglect in 
the past, her duty in the present, and her obligations in the 
future, te make the University one which, while it dispenses 
through.all its departments its rich оор to her sons, shall 
give character and individuality to herself, as distinguishing · 
her in the high cultivation of knowledge above her sister States.”

Since your айбанын, їп November, but little has oc-. 
curred in National or State affairs to which I deem it import- 
ant to call your attention, not already alluded to in my regular 
message, transmitted at the beginning of your session 

The. report by the Commissioners, ‘appointed under a resolu 
tion of the Legislature, to visit Washington City, and endeavor 
to effect the release of the Hon. Jefferson Davis, is herewith 
transmitted. They failed in obtaining-the object of their mis- 
sion, and Mr. Davis is still confined in Fortress Monroe, await- 
ing his trial. LIrecommend, as an act of justice, duty and af- 
fection, that an adequate sum be appropriated by Mississippi 
to defray the expenses necessary to procure to our. grand vi- 
carious sufferer a fair constitutional trial. _ 

On the 24th of November, 1866, I addressed a. letter to the 
Commissioner of the GeneralLand Office,at Washington City,in- 
forming him of the acceptance, by the Legislature of Missis- 
sippi, of the terms of the grant of land Ъу Congress for the: es- 
tablishment of an Agricultural and Meghanical College, and re- 
quested to be informed if any further legislation was needed to 
secure Ње ѕегір. I have received no reply to this communiea- 
tion. І understand, however, that the Federal Government 
has suspended further i issuance of ше scrip to any of the South- 
ern States. 

The Penitentiary has been jouet. ‘under an act of the Legis: 
lature, to Messrs. J. W: Young & Co., fora term of fourteen 
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years. "They hay e executed a penal bond i in the sum of $100,- 
000, for the faithful performance ofthe stipulations of the con- 
tract, a copy of which is herewith transmitted. 

By one of the stipulations of the contract, the State is bound 
to deliver the convicts atthe Penitentiary. ‘Some legislation 
is now needed to enable the Superintendent to comply with this 
stipulation. as thelaw defraying the expenses of their trans- 
portation was repealed at your last session. 

On the 8th of November I addressed a circular letter to the 
various Railroad Companies of the State informing them of 
my authority to make arrangements and composition for the 
collection of the tax levied by the Legislature upon travel over 
their roads, and requesting answers. The Southern Railroad 


has agreed to an arrangement and is now collecting the tax. ` 


The Central Railroad Company declines to make any arrange- 
ments; while the other Railroad Companies only inform me 
that they wil do what the rest will do—all these companies 
object to the tax as unconstitutional. The right and justice of 
all taxation is based upon the duty of protection. The travel- 
ers upon our Railroads readily seek through the Courts of 


Mississippi and certainly secure redress—and often very 


severe redress—for all damages sustained by them in person 


and property from Railroads. Is it unjust or unreasonable. 


that they be required to pay one-half cent per mile upon all 
travel, to enable Mississippi to extend to them this protection ? 
If citizens of other States can claim exemption from this tax 
(which is denied) it certainly does not Це in the mouths of the 
citizens of Mississippi ог the Railroad corporations, who live, 
move and have their being by through and under the authority 
of Mississippi, to complain. 

Some compulsory process must be resorted to, or the tax 
will be lost, and as the laws now in force for the collection of 
the revenue may be inadequate, I recommend the passage of а 
law that will assure the collection of the tax and compensate 
the collector. 

I herewith transmit the communication of Captain J. W. 
Scully, А. Q. M., U. S. A., with the endorsement of Col. A. C. 
Gillem, Commanding District of Mississippi, forwarding a 
certified copy of a deed from Aloy M. Jaynes and Cynthia 
Jaynes, citizens of Ohio, conveying a certain tract of land, 
containing forty acres, near the city of Vicksburg, to the 
United States Government, to be used as a cemetery for the 
burial of Union soldiers. I recommend that the jurisdiction of 
the property сео in the deed be ceded to the United |

On referring to the table above inserted, it will be perceived 
- that there has been an increase of twenty.seven (27) cases on 
the number treated during ће preceding year, there having 
been only one hundred and thirty cases (130) under treatment 
for the year ending Oct. 1st, 1865, against one hundred and 
fifty-seven cases treated in the year ending Oct. 156, 1866. 

'The same difference can be observed in regard to the num- 
ber of admissions for the above mentioned years, there hav- 
ing been received fifty-one (51) for the. year ending Oct. Ist, 
1866, against twenty-cight (28) admitted the preceding year. 
` In examining the reports of Northern Asylums, it will be 
observed that some are of opinion that the number of insane 
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persons will not be materially increared in the years succeeding 
the long and bloody. struggle we have just passed through, 
founding their opinion only on the causes te be found operat- 
ing in the Northern States, and leaving out of account the dif- 
ference in the condition of the two people at the close of the 
war. 

But the people ofthe North suffered but little in loss of prop- 
erty, compared to the utter ruin and desolation inflicted on 
the Southern people, and, therefore, this cause can hardly be 
taken into account amongst them as а cause of insanity ; and 
when we turn to the consideration of the регі, privations and 
humiliations undergone by the Southern people during the 
last war, and the finale of all, subjugation and loss of property, 
who can wonder that there will be found among our реорје“ 
far more prolific causes of iusanity than with a haughty, victo- 
rious foe; elated by success, and still animated by the hope of 
future spoil. 

Те two classes of cases are entirely different. In the one, 
a series of highly exalting, exhilerating,hope-producing causes ; 
in the other, all the sources of depression and despair. When 
there are added to these the reflection on their changed cir- 
cumstances, on the relation in which they stand as a people to 
the conquerors, and the cloud gathering in the future, signifi- 
cant of a still greater depth of degradation, it will not be sur- 
prising if cases of insanity will occur with far greater frequen- 
cy in the years to come. 

The seeds of that deplorable disease have already been sown, 
and small wonder willit be, that in the course of time, they 
will spring up and bear fruit. From due eonsideration of the 
causes above mentioned, we mav reasonably conclude that the 
number admitted during the past year, will, by no means, serve 
as а criterion for jüdging as to admissions in succeeding ones. 

Those various causes have nothad time to operate and cul- 
minate in disease. For, after all, insanity, in the majority of 
cases, is aninsidious, slow-progressing disease, that may be 
actually making its inroads for months, nay, even years, before 
it is perceived. 

We see from the comparison of admissions in the past year, 
(1866,) with those ofthe preceding one, that the number of . 
cases received into the Asylum have been nearly doubled, and it 
is more than probable that there willbe a proportionate in- 
crease inthe future. This, of itself, would indicate the neces- 
sity for the increase of capacity for the probable increase of 
patients in future years. Butif we take into consideration the 
large number of chronic cases now present in the Asylum, 
which will, in all likelihood, still continue to increase, the im- 

perative necessity ofa future provision Тог such an accumula- 
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tion of patients, will be more clearly perceived: Moreover, 
another source of augmentation in this class of patients will be. 
observed, from the fact, that among families of wealth, or even 
of moderate circumstances, -before the war, there was manifest- 
ed a decided indisposition to send their relatives to ап Insane 
Asylum, on account of a morbid sensitiveness ; but now, when 
so many families in affluence have been redüced to indigence, 
they have been forced, by necessity, to send them to an Asy- 
lum, inasmuch as they themselves were unable to provide for 
them ; ; and as these cases have been retained for years in the bo- 
som of their families, from motives of delicacy, of necessity, 
they are, in a very considerable proportion of cases,admitted as 
chronic and incurable. 

On referring to the stasiation of the Asylum, уе. find that of 
fifty-one (51) cases admitted during the past year, ending Oct. 
136, 1866, there were twenty-one ( 11) chronic cases, of which 
seventeen were farmers, farmers’ wives or sons, one teacher, 
one (1) physician’s wife, one (1) merchant's wife, and one phy- 
sician. As by far the greater number of these cases were of 
more than three years standing, the probability 1s, that atleast, 
the greater portion were kept at home, from the feeling above 
alluded to, and were sent to the Asylum only when the changed. 
circumstances of their relatives forced them to doso. 

There is moreover, a still stronger probability that there are 
yet many more, now living with their families, who will, event- 
ually, be sent to the Asylum. There Каз been accumulating i in 
this Institution, during the war, and before, а large number of 
chronic, incurable cases. Of the number treated during the 
year ending Oct. 1st, 1866, amounting to one hundred and fif- 
ty-seven cases, there were only thirteen (13) probably curable 
cases, the remainder being chronic mania, dementia, senile de- 
menia, imbecility and epileptic insanity, all belonging to-a 
class of cases usually considered incurable. | 

The consideration presents itself as to the disposal of this 
large class of unfortunates. To receive them into the Asylum 
in the present crowded condition of the Institution, is clearly 
impossible. It is even difficult to provide for those that are 
already here, and a fresh influx would add still more to the 
expenses of the Institution, in fact, more than the State would 
be able to pay, in the present. embarrassed condition of the 
country. 

The alternative presented would be to send them home, to 
make way for the more curable,which would be contrary tothe - 
interests of society. Cases of this kind, sent home to be cared 
for by their relatives, would necessarily occasien great trouble 
and expense to their families. They would require special care 
and watching over, would break пр domestic arrangements, 
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and probably excite the КРАЯ amongst other members of the 
family, predisposed to insanity. Moreover, such cases released 
from the discipline of an Insane Asylum, would become rapid- 
ly worse, and any delusions or hallucinations, peculiar to them, 
would be still further developed, which, in suicidal and homi- 
cidal cases, might result in the greatest injury to themselves or 
others. 

It is, therefore, for the interests of society, as well as on the 
score of humanity, that these unfortunates should not be turned 
loose into the world again. 

Some European and American writers on insanity have sug- 
gested the erection of: separate institutions for the incurable, 
but it is now unanimously conceded by all experienced alien- 
ists that it is far better that the two classes of cases, the cura- 
ble and incurable, should not be separated, and that for vari- 
ous reasons, among which are the following: 

That it involves a greater expense from the necessity of 
erecting new buildings, and from the increased amount of funds 
for their support, as also double expense from the employ- 
ment of a new corps of officers and attendants, and the expense 
ef removing the incurable to the Asylums assigned to them. 

The impossibility of physicians diagnosing with certainty 
the two classés of cases, and thereby encumbering the Asylum 
for curables with the incurable ones. 

It is indeed often impossible to form a corract judgment 
as to the curability or incurability of a case in question. In- 
curables of many years standing have recovered long after all 
hope had been abandoned. By pronouncing them incurable, 
we deprive them of hope, one of the most powerful means of 
cure. 

“Та curative institutions the strictest attention is given to 
all inmates. Hope lingers ever. The smallest spark of intel- 
ligence, even in the most forlorn, is discovered and appreciated, 
and every means is resorted to fan it into a flame. Ina house 
of incurables no expectations would be indulged, and such 
eases would almost certainly pass unobserved, and if observed, 
the surroundings of the patient would be, in the highest de- 
gree, unfavorable to a happy 153Че. There would be no mo- 
tive for that daily and intimate intercourse between the medical 
officers and patients, which exists in our hospitals as at pre- 
sent organizéd." 

Inaddition to what has already been said, we can aver that 
the steady habits, neatness of person and industry manifested 
by many of the chronic insane, acquired from a long resi- 
dence in an Asylum, have a beneficial effect, that of example, 
on the more recent and curable cases. It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that the insane are altogether destitute of sensibilities 
and intellectual powers. ~ 
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 Мапу of them are ав. вивсер је to kindness, and possess as 
acute reasoning power; on. some subjects; as most sane. peo- 
ple. 
Having seen the necessity of some disposal of the large 
class of incurables now in the Asylum, or that will in all prob- 
ability be presented, the disadvantage of returning them to 
their families, the great expense and inconvenience of assign- 
ing them to separate establishments, it only remains for me 
to make a suggestion as to their provision for the future. 

Гат well aware, that, in consequence of the embarrassed 
financial condition of the State and people, a thorough and 
complete provision cannot be made forthem at present, but 
humanity, as well as policy, demand that some effort should be 
made for the amelioration of their sad.condition. Poor, many - 
with families ruined, and tenderest objects of christian чу) 
they can look for: relief to the State alone. 

We would suggest that suitable buildings, in the Torma of 
additions, of. plain and cheap, but durable material, be made to 
the Asylum for their accommodation, avoiding all extravagance 
in architectural display. They would thus һе under the super- 
vision ‘of опе set of officers and attendants. = 

The setting apart of these additions for ће exclusive use of 
the incurables, is not what is implied, for that would deprive 
the curable cases of the influence exerted on them by mingling. 
with the incurable. 

The addition is simply suggested as a matter of accommo- 
dation for all classes of patients contained in the Asylum, as 
also increasing the facilities of classification of-the different 
cases. 

Frequent applications have been made tome from different 
parts of the State, asking for information in regard to the dis- 
posal of insane freedmen, and inquiring of me if I would receive 
them into the Asylum. This very important question deman 
prompt action, both on account of humanity and the interests 
of the community:, 

As slaves, the negro's wants’ were provided for by а master, 
. whose interest demanded that he should be welltreated.. With 
intellectual powers and moral qualities of alow grade, he was 
easily contented with what satisfied his bodily wants, and look- 
ing not to the future, ignoring the past, living for the present 
alone, he left all future provision for himself and family in the 
hands of his master. He knew well that as long as he lived, 
he and his family would want for nothing in the way of the 
necessaries of life, that if he became ill, medical attention 
would always be procured for him. „АЦ that was required of 
him was moderate labor, which indeed was a blessing to him, as 
it removed him from the temptations of и Үе тоша, 
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from the mere consideration of these facts, infer that here were 
conditions eminently preventive of insanity, viz: a calm; con- 
tented condition of mind, undisturbed by the storm of -pas- 


sions, and a healthy condition-of body, in which all the func- . 


tions were healthfully carried on. To these causes, the almost 


comparative immunity of the slave from that opprobrium of ' 


civilization, insanity, can probably be attributed. Atall events, 
the fact has been established by observation, that they тете re- 
markably exempt from that disease. But emancipation changed 
allthis. The freedman, no longer controlled be a lifetime dis- 
cipline, gave himself пр to the enjoyment of his new-found 
freedom. Having no salutary check onthe indulgence of his 
sensual desires, he gives free vent to their gratification. Pos- 
sessing a peculiar fondness for alcoholic stimulants, and under 
no restraint, he becomes intemperate, thus introducing a new 
element for the causation of insanity. Moreover, left to-his 
own resources, never having acquired the habit and foresight. 
for providing for himself and family, he absolutely suffers 

~from the want of the common necessaries of life. All these 
engender anxiety and depression, which, in conjunction. with 
other causes mentioned, finally come to destroy the healthy 
balance of the mind. 

Facts corroborate all that has been said in regard to this 

. change in his circumstances. 

Insanity, from having been a comparatively rare- occurrence 
among the negro race, is now becoming guite frequent. There 
has been no provision made for them by the State, and allowed 
to be at large without restraint, they are becoming a dangerous 
element in society. Their families, from poverty, and want of 


even the ordinary degree of prudence necessary for providing ` 


for the future, are unable to give them the proper care and 
attention which their case demands. Indeed, as would rea- 
sonably be expected, they become dangerous to themselves and 
others. 

‚ A suggestion occurs “to те, with all due deference to the 
opinion of others, that it would be proper to erect buildings 
for their accommodation, in connection with the Asylum and 
under the supervision of its officers, but sufficiently distant 
from the other buildings to obviate any inconvenience from 
the proximity of the two establishments. Economy, but atthe 
same time comfort, consulted in the erection of these buildngs.. 

MORTALITY. 

Of one hundred and fifty-seven (157) cases under treatment: 
for the year past, (1866, ) there were only five deaths, of which 
two resulted from maniacal exhaustion, occurring as a sequence 
to chronic mania; one from marasmus, terminating in demen- 
tia; one from dysenter y, complicating epileptic insanity; 
and one from old age, occurring in a case of senile dementia. 
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Of these, the cases of maniacal exhaustion and marasmus, were 
females ; those of dysentery and old age, males. es 
The mortality of the present year compares favorable with 
the preceding one, being 3.32: per cent. for the year ending Oct. 
186, 1866, to 6.15 per cent. for the preceding year ending Oct. 
Ist, 1865. Two of these cases might almost be said to have 
died «of old age, as they were both over seventy (70) years— 
leaving only three, whose deaths were decidedly caused by 
disease. | | 

Тат plad to be able to assert that no epidemics have pre- 
vailed in the Institution during the'past year. The prevalent 
intercurrent diseases among the patients were chiefly dysen- 
‘tery, diarrhea and intermittent fever, and were generally of а. 
mild grade. In the month of September an unusual number of 
cases of intermittent fever occurred, which, however, yielded 
readily to treatment. | 

I regret to say that the Asylum suffered from а fire that ос- 
curred on the tenth day of January last, of which you are . 
aware. Таш not able to account for it, but have strong rea- 
sons for apprehending it to have been the work of an incen- 
diary. The fire was discovered to have originated in the dry- 
ing closet, consuming it and the ironing room ; and I consider 
that great credit is due to the extraordinary exertions of the 
attendants and patients, by whose strenuous efforts the rooms 
below, containing the engine and washing apparatus, were pre- ` 
served from destruction. a с | 

I am sorry to inform you that the repairs undertaken by 
the State Architect, have not yet been completed 1 suppose 
he has no intention of prosecuting the work any further, as I 
perceive that he has removed the material brought here to be 
-used for repairs. But Captain Herod will doubtless account 
for the material. | 

The main building, as well as others, suffered seriously from 
the effects of the very severe tornadoes that passed over, last 
· spring. A portion of the slate was blown off the roof, leaving 
the building much exposed to weather, and causing a large por- 
tion of the plastering to fall. . Much damage was also done to 
the fencing, and shade trees in the front and rear of the build- 
ing. ' "P. ` 
т have already reported that the boilers, which have been in 
use for twelve years, are becoming thin, эпа consequently very 
dangerous. It is necessary that they should be removed and ` 
replaced by new ones. ; 

There are a great many repairs indispensable and necessary 
for the better preservation of the building, for the specifications 
of which I refer you to the State Architect. | : 

Two large water tanks have been constructed, as a precau- 
tionary measure against the dangers of fire. | 
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By your kind indulgence, I had leave to attend the twentieth | 
annual meeting of the American Association of Medical Superin- 
tendents, which was held at Washington City, in April last, where 
Тугаз enabled to make the acquaintance of many of the most dis- 
tinguished men who have been connected with the treatment 
of the i insane, and in charge of the largest and most complete 
institutions on the continent. Every subject of general interest 
connected with the welfare and treatment of the insane, was 
freely and ably discussed by members of the Association. Hav- 
ing been cordially invited by many of the Superintendents to 
visit their Institutions, I availed myself of their courtesy, and 
was glad of having an opportunity of doing so, at least as far as 
my limited time would permit. It afforded me an opportunity 
of seeing тапу very important improvements, and their great 
advantage to an institution of the kind. I took especial inter- 
est in carefully examining the ventilating and heating apparatus 
of the buildings. It would afford me great satisfaction, and 
much benefit would result to our Institution, if they could be 
adopted. 

For an account of the yearly expenditures, reference is made 
to the Steward’s report, hereto appended, 

Ап consequence of the failing condition of Dr..Wydowne’s 
health, he has peen compelled to resign his position as Assist- 
ant Physician. 

Dr. Г. Е. Morehead enters on his duties with a valuable hos- 
pital experience, and will render material aid in the adminis- 
tration of the Asylum. 

It affords me satisfaction to state that the Matron, Mrs. Jo- 
anna Allen, В. Е. McGill, Steward, J. В. Allen, Engineer, and 
the employees, with some few exceptions, have performed their 
duties with a fidelity worthy of praise. 

То the Rev’ds Mr. Crane, of Jackson, Mr. Hunnicut, Mr. 
Caskie, Mr. Harris, and Dr. Deems, now of N. York, and Editor. 
of the Watchman, we are under obligations for conducting re- 
ligious services in our chapel, on several occasions. | 

We have regularly received the Clarion and Handsboro’ 
Democrat, for which we are under gr gat obligations to the 
Editors. 

We would moreover, wish to acknowledge the receipt of sixty 
copies of the Mississippi Almanac for 1866, from Oscar T. 
Keeler, Columbus, Miss., to whom we are under many obliga- 
tions for the same. 

In conclusion, it remains for me to express my gratitude and 
sincere thanks for your indulgence and ‘uniform kindness, and

The memorial of the New Orleans, Jackson and Great 
Northern Railroad, the Southern Railroad, the Mobile. and 
Ohio Railroad, the Mississippi Central Railroad, the Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee Railroad, the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad, andthe Selma and Meridian Railroad. 

These memorialists would respectfully state that they have 
carefully considered the act of the Legislature of the Skate of 
Mississippi, approved Dec. 5,1865, levying a tax of one-half cent 
per mile on persons travelling over Rallroads in this State. 
They have also considered the communications of the Govey- 
nor, proposing a composition or arrangement with the Road 
for the payment ofthis tax. It has been the anxious wish of 
the Directory of these several Roads to meet the views of the 
Executive on this subject, and as far as they could, consistent- 
ly with duty, to comply with the requisitions, of the Legisla- 
ture in reference to this tax. The Directory of these: Roads 
are Trustees for others. They have no power to make ar- 
rangements prejudicial to the interests and rights of those 
whom they represent, nor to do any act that may involve them: 
in controversies that may impair the value ofthe franchises 
granted to them. Acting under this sense of duty and respon- 
sibility, the Directors of the several Roads have felt constrain- 
ed, though reluctantly, to decline the arrangément proposed: 
by the Governor, for the composition or collection of this tax, 
and they feel it due, both to him and to them, that they should 
give some of the reasons for their action, and at the same time 
appeal to the Legislature for a repeal of the law levying the 
tax. d 

А. careful examination, by counsel, to whom this question 
has been referred, has résulted in the clear and settled convic- 
tion, that the tax, so far as itis made applicable to citizens of 
other шуша through Mississippi, and НЫНАН %0 
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citizens of the State of Mississippi travelling to other States, 
cannot be collected, without violating the. rights of such per- 
oi 

sons, under the Constituuon and laws ofthe United States, and 
that the law, so far ав it аррПев to such persons, is unconstitu- 
tional and void. If this be so, it is evident that the officers of 
these Roads could not enforce the collection of this tax with- 
out violating the law, and making both themselves and the 
Roads, liable in an асбоп от damages at the suit of any person 
aggrieved by their conduct. If such parties should refuse to 
pay the tax,-and its collection should be attempted, either by 
а seizure of their property, or by ejecting them from the cars, 
their claim might be, for what is called “punitive or 
exemplary" damages; in which case the responsibility of 
the Company would be measured by the unlimited discretion 
of juries. The past experience of these Companies has satis- 
fied your memorialists, that parties believing the tax to be un- 
constitutional, would resist the payment of the tax, and insti- 
tute suits for damages against the Companies, if its collection 
was enforced. That the law levying this tax is unconstitu. 
tional, the following considerations, it is believed, will satisfy 
the minds both of your Excellency and of the Legislature. 

By the provisions of section eight, article one, ~ of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, it is declared that “the Congress 
sifall have power to regulate the commerce with foreign na- 
tions, and among the several States and with the Indian 
tribes.” 

This provision of the’ Constitution has been the subject of 
much discussion and frequent adjudication. 

Among the earliest-cases in which the construction of this 
provision was involved, is that of Gibbons vs. Ogden, 9th 
Wheaton, р. 1, same case, 6th Curtis, р.1. In that case, the 
Supreme Court of the United States, in an opinion, delivered by 
Chief Justice Marshall, declares “that commerce is undoubted- 
ly traffic; but it is something more; 26 is intercourse. It de- 

scribes the commercial intercourse between nations and parts 
of nations, in all its branches, and is regulated by prescribing 
rules for carrying on that intercourse. The mind can scarcely 
conceive а system for regulating commerce between nations, 
which shall exclude alllaws concerning navigation, which shall 
be silent on the admission of the vessels of the one nation into 
the рогі ‘of the other, and be confined to prescribing rules for 
the conduct of individuals in the actual employment of buying 
and selling, or of barter.” 

In the same opinion, he declares that “it has been univer- 
sally admitted that the foregoing words comprehend every spe- 
cies of commercial intercourse between the United States and 
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foreign nations.: No sort of trade can be carried on between ' 
this country and any other, to which this power does not ex- 
tend. Ithas been truly said that commerce, as the word is: 
used in the Constitution, is a unit, any part of which is indica- 
ted in the term. 

If this be the admitted meaning of the word, in its application 
to foreign nations, it must carry the same meaning throughout 
the sentence, and remain.a unit, unless there be some plain 1 in- 
tellivible cause which alters it. 

The subject to which the power is next applied, is to com- 
merce ie the several States.” The word among means: 
intermingled with; a thing which is “among” others is inter- 
mingled with them. . Commerce among the several States can- 
not-stoj at the external boundary line of each State, but may” 
be introduced into the interior.” 

Pursuing these principles to their РЕЯ and proper соп- 
clusion, the Court reached the result, that the powér to regu- 
late commerce under the Constitution of - the United States, 
was exclusively vested in Congress, and that it applied not on- 
ly to the transportion of goods, but of passengers; and that 
any State laws which undertook to regulate or restrict, by 
means of taxation or otherwise, the commercial intercourse be- 
tween the States, either in reference to the traffic in goods, or: 
the intercourse of travellers, were unconstitutional and void. 

Subsequently, the direct question of the power to tax pas- 
sengers, came up in whatare known as the “ Passenger Cases,” 
reported in 17th Curtis, commencing at page 122. The Judges. 
of the Court delivered their opinions seriatim, and the follow- 
ing propositions were determined by a majority of the Court =: 

164. That the power to regulate commerce. with foreign na- 
tions and among the several States, ** belongs exclusively to: 
Congress, and that any State law attempting to regulate com- 
merce in these partieulars is absolutely void." 

2d. That commerce, in the meaning of the Constitution, not 
only means the importation and traffic in goods, but also the 
importation and introduction of travellers and passengers. 

3d. That any State laws whieh attempted to prohibit the 
importation of persons, or to tax the introduction of the same, 
for any purpose, whatever, wnether it be the introduction of 
persons or travellers from foreign countries, or the intercourse 
of passengers between the several States, is an attempt to regu- 
late commerce, and is therefore void, because it is the exercise 
of a right which belon gs exclusively to the General Govern- 
ment. 

The савев in which the foregoing principles were decided, 
arose upon statutes passed by the Legislatures of New York 
: and Massachusetts, levying a tax upon passengers brought 
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from foreign countries into those States, and the principle ас; 
tually decided is expressed in the following language by. Judge 
Curtis in his Reports: 

“ A State law which requires the masters of. vessels engaged 
in foreign commerce, to pay à certain sum to a State officer on 
acéount of every passenger br ought from a foreign ‘country 
into the State, is inoperative by reason of its conflict with.the 
Constitution and the laws of the United States." 

Judge McLane, in delivering his opinion in the above cases, 
defined commerce to be an “ exchange оѓ. commodities ;” ‘but 
this designation, he says, ‘does not convey the full meaning 
of the term. It includes navigation and intercourse.” uM. 

That the transportation of passengers is a part of commerce, 
ін not now an open question. In Gibbons vs. Ogden, this 
Court said: “Мо clear distinction is perceived between tlie 
powers to regulate vessels for transporting men for hire, and 
property for hire." He further declares that * when merchan- 
dize or property is imported from a foreign country, it is not 
subject to the taxing power of the State until it is taken from 
the ship and becomes mingled with the property of the people 
of the State; and the same rule applies.to passengers. When 
they leave the ship. and become mingied with. the citizens of 
the State, they become subject to the laws of the State, but not 
till then.” 

« Thé same rules are applicable to the. citizens of different 
States in their intercourse with each other. While in transitu, 
passing from one State to the other, whether on railroads, 
steamboats, turnpikes, or by any other mode of travel, they 
are alike exempt from the operations of all State laws which 
would impede or check their free or uninterrupted transit, 
whether those laws contain a direct prohibition, or impair its 
exercise by means of a tax.” 

In commenting on this subject, J udge McLane says: “If 
this power to tax passengers from a foreign country belongs 
to a State, a tax on the same principle may be imposed on all 
persons coming into or passing through it from any other State 
in the Union. “if this may be done in New York, any other 
State may do the same on all the lines of our internal naviga- 
tion. Passengers on a steamboat which plies on the Ohio, the 
Mississippi, or any of our other rivers, or on the lakes, may 
be required to pay.a tax imposed at the discretion of each 
State within which the boat shall touch. And the same prin- 
ciple will sustain a right in every State to tax all persons. who , 
shall pass through its territory on railroad cars, canal boats, 
stages, or in any other manner. This would.enable a State to 
establish and enforce a non-intercourse with ever y other. 
State." 
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"The J udges in the “ Passenger Caseu" delivered their opiá- 
ions ‘seriatim. Ji пасе Wayne, in his opinion, says: “This Court. 
has long since decided, that the constitutio nal power to regu- 
late commerce with foreign nations, and among the several 
States, : and with.the Indian tribes, is exclusively vested in Con- 
gress, and that no part of it can be exercised by a State.” He 
also declared,’ that the commerce of the Unitnd States includes 
an intercourse of persons as well as the, ‚ importation of mer-. 
chandize, and that any State law imposing a tax upon раззец- 
gers, whether citizens or foreigners, upon the intercourse of 
persons from State to State, or г from foreign countries to.the 
United States, is uncónstitutional and void. ^ These principles 
were clearly pr onounced by a majority of the Court in deliver- : 
ing thér opinions. Dissenting opinions were delivered: by 
Chief Justice Taney, and by Ju ustices Woodbury and Daniels. . 
The views, however, expressed in the dissenting opinions, will 
not sustain the. constitutionality of the Revenue Law of Mis- 
sissippi, n6w under consideration. Gh the contrary, Chief 
Justice Taney is very explicit, in confining his opinion to the 
question then before the Court, to-wit: The power of.a State 
to tax foreign passengers. coming into it from abroad.. Не. 
denied positively and clear the right of any State to tax the 
citizens of other States in their intercourse with-each other in 
their transit through it. His language is as follows: “Іп. 
speaking of the taxing power in this case, I must, however, be 
understood as speaking of it as itis presented in the record, . 
that is to say, ае the case of passengers from a foreign port. 
'The provisions contained fh that tax relating to American citi- 
zens, who are passengers from the ports of other States—is а. 
different question,and involves very different considerations. Tt 
is not now before us; yet in crder to avoid misunderstanding, 
itis proper to say that; in my opinion, it cannot be maintained. 
Living as we do under à common Goverhment, charged with 
the great. concerns of the whole Union, every citizen of the 
United States, from the most remote States or Territories, is 
entitfed to free access, riot only to the principal departments 
established at Washington, but also to its judicial tribunals 
and publie offices in every State and Territory of the Union., 
And the various provisions in the Constitution of the United. 
States, such for example as the right to sue in a Federal court 
sitting in another State, the right %о pursue and reclaim one 
wh >. has escaped froin service; the equal privileges and immu- 
nitre&.secured to ‘citizens of other States, and the provisions 
that vessels bound to or from one State to #nother shall 
not be obliged to enter or clear, or pay duties, all.prove that 
it intended to secure the freest inter course between the citizens 
of the different States. For all the great purposes for which 
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the Federal Government was formed, we are. one people with 
оће common Gountry.- We are all itizéns of thé United. States, . 
and as members of the same community must have : the right. 
to pass and гераѕѕ, through any part of it as freely as in our’ 
own State. And a tax imposed Љу a-State for entering fts ` 
territories or harbors, is inconsistent with the rights which be-^ 
long to citizens of other States as members of the Union, and

Such a power in the States could produce nothing but discord"

the propriety of such legislation may. "well ће doubted ; inas- 
much as the burdens of government would be made to bear 


more heavily upon one class of the community than another, 
and might, in the end,.becomé so heavy as altogether to deter 
them from traveling by railroad, thus paralyzing the energies 
and crippling the usefulness of corporations, established to 


develop the industry and to promoté the comméreial and 80-' 


cial intercourse of the State. 


An attempt by your memorialists to collect the tax, would, 
prove a constant source of irritation and. annoyance to the’ 


traveling public. ‘The State has provided under ifs 'cófistitu- 
tion and Jaws, for collectors of the revenue in each county, 


and it may well'be doubted, whether it would be competent for’ 
the officers.of the railroads, who are frequently’ citizens of 


other States, traveling rapidly through the States, as conduc- 
tors on the cars, to. collect this tax. . ВШ even if the Legisla- 


ture cóuld confer this, power, your memorialists would be un-. 


willing. that they should exercise it, as it woüld certainly bring,

.These roads traverse long distances: through the Sfate, 
passing through many counties. -The Boards of Police of

` А chief source ‘of the profit ofrailroads ig found’ in their travel. 
-Lhe amount of travel, depends on the speed, safety; andcheap- 
less, by which it can be done. Hence it is a constant study, to 
increase the speed, as far аз № can be done with safety, and to 
reduce the fare, as low as it can be done, with profit. The. 
railroads passing through this State, are dependent for most 
of their travel, on "through" passengers, travelling, between 
Northern and Southern | sections of the Union, and from the 
antic зва board, to the great States of the South and West. 
There are combeting: lines 'of railroads and steamboats for 
this travel, outside of the limits of this State. Тһе steam. 
boats on the Mississippi river, the railroads through Alabama 
and Tennessee, are all active competitors for it. Whatever 
-enhances the price of travel, through this State, tends to 
divert the. stream of travel from it. The.tax levied by the 
present law, upon travellers on railroads, places the railroads in 
this State, in this predicament; either the railroads must raise 
the price of travel, and thus thr ow the tax upon the passen- 
ger, thereby necessarily turning travel from these roads 
‘because of the епћапсеа price; or the railroads must keep the 
rate of travel as low as that on other lines, and pay the tax out 
of their own income, thus diminishing their profits by the 
amount of the tax; while: other roads out of the State, not 
being thus taxed, realize a much greater profit, from the same 
rate of fare, thanthe roads in this State can Меза ју receive. 
It is thus manifest, that the law under consideration, с discrimi- 
nates against railroads іп Mississippijand in favor of those 
out of the State, and consequently, confers a bonus upon 
foreign failroads, at Ше” expense of our own, We шау 
illustrate this view of the subject, in the following manner : 
The New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern "Вајт oadand 
the Central Railroad, pass through the State, a distance of 302 
miles. A tax of one-half cent permile, on each traveller would 
amount to $1 51. If the railroad enhances the price of fare, 
by the amount of this tax, travellers, in order to avoid the 
payment of it, will use other routes; thus diminishing the 
profits of the roads 1 in this State, and increasing the profits of 
other roads ‘accordingly. Мог will the State collect any tax, 
from the travellers, thus diverted, out of it. .But if ther 
roads do not increasé the fare, to thé*&imount of the tax levied;

Six years of disastrous war, һауе dealt hardly upon these | 
railroads, in common, with every other interest in the State. 
They had been built at-a very heavy cost, and completed just 
before the commencement’ of the war. They had borrowed 
large amounts of money, which was used in their construction 
and the purchase of rolling stock. To secure the payment of 
this шопеу and accruing’ interest, they "were compelled to 
mortgage their entire property, including their iron and road 
bed. “These debts, with six years-of accumulated interest, are 
unpaid, апа many of them are due. The creditors redide at 
the North and in Europe, ‘and‘though dealing as favorably, as 
under the circumstances could Have-beén hoped, they now 
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urge а, séttlement of their demands,. and at least a payment ‘of 
interest. The close of the war found these roads utterly pros- 
trated—without rolling stock or engines, with their iron much 
worn, and in many instances rendered useless from being bent 
when the roads were torn up. by the armies—with their cross- 
ties entirely rotten, their bridges destroyed, and their road 
beds materially damaged, these Companies have been Тог ће 
last eighteen months sir uggling for Ше. They have prospered 
thus far, beyond their most sanguine hopes; but to enable 
them to meet íheir obligations, “to save their property from 
foreclosure and sale: under mortgages, to perform efficiently 
their duties ав common carriers, and to save their franchises 
from utter loss and sacrifice, they must have the generous sup- 
port of the Legislature and „реорје of this State—and fora 
time at least, must be relieved from the burden of atax, which 
would go far to crush their energies and prostrate their power. 

Since these roads were built, the stockholders have never 
"received one dollar, for the large investments made by them ; 
and many long years of, economy in the management, and 
energy and prudence in the conduct of their affairs,must elapse, 
before a hope can be entertained that a dividend will be declared. 

Many widows and orphans have their allinvésteg in the 
stock of these railroads. They look with watchfulness and 
anxiety to the conduct and management of the Directors, 
knowing that upon the success of their exertions, once more, 
to build up the fortunes of these prostrate Companies, the 
question of their utter destitution or moderate competency 
must depend. 

It is in their behalf, and іп the names of the stockholders 
generally, for whom your memorialists are only Trustees, that 
they are induced to make this appeal to the Executive and Leg- 
islature of this State, to be relieved from an onerous and ор- 
pressive tax. . | |

‘Under the said act, it was made the duty of’ the Assessors 
of the several counties to furnish me with certain data, accord-, 
ing to prescribed forms sent them. Only-thirty- six counties: 
have, as yet, been heard from. Those’ counties, however; 
' showa list of one hundred and eighty eight réquiring artificial 

-legs, making 16 safe to presume that. there-are, at least, three 
hundred in the State who are thus to be provided for. 

І have had considerable correspondence with the manufac- 
turers of artificial limbs, in different parts.of thé United States, 
еасһ опе of whom, of course, claim peculiar merits for their 
patent. I would suggest that if an appropriation should be 
made by the Legislature for the purchase or manufacture of 
artificial limbs, that а committee of physicians and mechanics 
be appointed to determine which patent will abs wer 5 best 
purpose. 

The legs can be furnished to the State at an уста асе cost of 
one hundred dollars, and the sum of thirty thousand. dollars 
will be required to furnish all who need them..” Тһе. legs can 
be manufactured at the capital, or at other points. in the State. 

І respectfully invite your attention to a communication from. 
Rev. Dr. C. K. Marshall, whose efforts during the war, to: 
supply Confederate soldiers with articial limbs, are well 
known. Не is indebted to manufacturers, for quite a number 
of limbs furnished Mississippians, for which he was unable %0: 
obtain means to pay, and he asks that the manufacturers “be. 

compensated. 

The pamphlets and communications, heréwith fled. ~ will 
explain fully the result of my investigation, all: of which are 
respectfully submitted.
